Honorable,  courageous  and  kind,  "Bill"  Wilkin's  character  has  been,  through 
more  than  half  a  century,  deeply  woven  into  the  life  of  the  Panhandle  of  West 
Virginia,  his  native  community.

His  exceptional  talents  and  skill  were  untiringly 
employed^  over  a  long  period  of  years,  to  the  many  fold  problems  that  arise  in  help- 
ing formulate  the  policy  of  the  college.  Living  in  the  neighborhood,  he  was  always 
on  call  for  counsel,  and  to  his  very  last  day,  his  advice  was  eagerly  sought  and 
graciously  given  before  important  decisions  were  arrived  at. 

From  the  time  "Bill"  Wilkin  registered  at  Bethany  College,  in  September,  1908, 
to  the  day  of  his  death,  April  19,  1951,  he  was  proud  to  be  a  Bethanian. 

Truly  Bethany  has  lost  a  great  son  and  a  true  friend.
